Patriots among the Disciples of 
Christ, otherwise known as the 
Christian Church or Christian Broth- 
erhood, have inaugurated a drive for 
$25,000,000 to be applied to an ex- 
tensive plan of practical American- 
teation. Throagh the Christian 
Americanisatioa proMeaai oeeiipying 
three months has been eompleted 
and the original plan to raise $1,- 
000.000 for the extension of the In- 
ternational Bible College at Minne- 
apolis. Minn., grew into a project to 
raise the larger sum. 

This became necessary when it 
was decided to equip a chain of edu- 
catk>nal institutions extending from 
coast to coast, including a central 
Americanization university and to 
begin the pn)cess of Americanization 
with newly arrived immigrants at 
the priaeipal porta of entry. This in 
additioa to pmaaiag work among 
the 40.000.000 persons now in the 
United States who speak foreign 
languages. ^ . *v 

The Americanization houses in the 
interior cities will take up the prob- 
lem of the foreigners now in the 
slums of the large centers, offering 
dav and night classes of a more ad- 
vanced nature than those for the 
newcomer.^, but developed along the 
same lines with Christian citizen- 
ship as the goal. . 

It is the aim of the Christian 
Americanization Association to es- 
tablish an Americanization club in 
every Christian Brotherhood church 
to aid in the campaign. 

Rev. A. N, McCallum. of Seattle. 
Wash, is president of the Associa- 
tion and Judge M. C. Tifft. of ]Minne- 
apolis. is treasurer. Hesdquarters 
have been established at 82»-»o0 
Monadnock Building, Chicago, and 
city town, county and State organi- 
zations are aow ia procees of forma- 
tion.

"If the matter was left to the law 
of supply and demand it would soon 
get down to a proper basis," he ad- 
ded. 

Mr. Spreckels had frequent 
clashes with William A. Glasgow, at- 
torney for the United States Sugar 
Equalisation Board. He charged 
that there has been hoarding over 
the country, and declared that West- 
em beet sugar growers were with- 
holding the crop from the markets. 
He also asserted that several thous- 
and tons of raw. sugar fkom the 
Philippines were beiac held In New 
York by "speculators." 

Pressed by Mr. Glasgow as to the 
identity of the persons holding the 
sugar fkt>m the Philippines, the wit- 
ness named the James S. Connell 
Company and Czarn^kow Rionda & 
Co., both of New York. 

Advised that the Navy Depart- 
ment has in reserve 9,000.000 pounds 
of sus:ar. Secretary Daniels intimat- 
ed tliat he would release on-third of 
the stock, or 3.000,0000 pounds, for 
public use to. relieve the situation 
resulting from n nation-wide short- 
age of the commodity.
